I  regret  to  have  to  trouble  you  again  in  this 
matter,  but  arrears  continue  to  accumulate  on  account  of  the  non- 
observance  of  the  regulation  regarding  payment  in  advance. 

The  cases  of  Mr.  Dale  and  Mr.  Coventry,  concerning 
which  I  spoke  to  you  earlier  in  the  year,  are  still  unsettled,  and 
it  seems  impossible  to  obtain  definite  information  as  to  the  dates 
upon  which  they  left  the  Residence.  The  keeping  of  accurate 
accounts  under  these  conditions  is  out  of  the  question. 

low  the  Fees  Clerk  informs  me  that  Mr.  R.H. Williams 
and  Mr.  J.M. Macdonald,  who  have  been  in  the  Residence  during  the 
summer,  owe  for  the  periods  from  May  22nd  and  June  23rd  respective¬ 
ly, to  the  present  time. 

Notifications  of  such  cases  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Residence  Committee  appear  to  produce  no  effect.  This  office  is, 
of  course,  only  the  receiver  of  the  money,  and  I  cannot  therefore 
take  any  action  in  the  matter;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  regu¬ 
lations  should  either  be  enforced  or  amended,  as  at  present  they 
are  practically  a  dead  letter  for  this  house.

Dear  Mr.  President: 

Keferring  to  the  report  adopted  hy  the  Board 
of  Governors  as  to  the  compulsory  fee  of  $1.00  to  he  levied  upon 
male  students,  commencing  with  next  Session,  I  beg  to  point  out 
that,  according  to  the  wording  of  the  report,  this  fee  would  require 
to  be  paid  by  every  male  student,  even  those  taking  a  few  occasional 
lectures.  If  this  be  the  intention  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro¬ 
vide  some  effective  means  for  compelling  such  occasional  students, 
and  others  who  do  not  come  up  for  examination, to  pay.  Ho  machinery 
exists  for  this  at  present.  Our  only  means  of  obtaining  full  pay¬ 
ment  from  any  student  is  by  withholding  the  pseudonym  at  examination 
time  until  his  account  be  cleared  up.  In  the  case  of  students  not 
coming  up  for  examination  how  can  such  a  fee  be  collected?

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors 


it  was  ordered  that  a  compulsory  fee  of  $1.00  he  required  of  all 
male  students  of  all  faculties  of  the  University  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  Secretary  for  the  Students'  Administrative  Council 
and  funds  for  the  discharge  of  its  functions,  this  regulation  to 
become  effective  with  next  Session. 


By  the  wording  of  the  regulation  this  fee  would 


appear  to  be  required,  as  you  will  see,  of  a  male  student  taking 
occasional  lectures.  I  am  not  sure  if  this  was  the  intention, 
but  I  am  drawing  the  President's  attention  to  the  point,  and  am 
also  mentioning  the  impracticability  of  collecting  this  from 
students  who  do  not  come  up  for  examination, unless  some  machinery 
to  that  end  be  provided.
